Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 
35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless -- 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, 
or patented or described in a printed publication in this or a 
foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant 
for a patent . 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being 
anticipated by Mori, Yoshihiro et al . (EP 0 896 335 A2) . 

Regarding claims 1-5, Mori discloses and meets the 
limitations associated with optical disc having physical and 
data layers (page 6) , and associated apparatus, 

wherein the optical disc comprises: 

• at least one audio/video data storage area (Fig. 29, page 
7, "0043 & 0044 & 0046 & 0047", "audio and video zone 
regions" and data) , which contains at least one audio or 
video title sets (audio and video title sets) ; 

• at least one title set management information storage 

area (page 7, "0043-0047" etc ), which contains 

audio/video sequence information indicating a playback 
order of prescribed pieces of audio/video data 
constituting an audio/video sequence (met by the zone 
regions also have management information for managing the 
order of reproducing a plurality of the audio/video 
data) ; and 

• object position information indicating positions of the 
audio/video data on the optical disc (page 9, "PGC 

information one or more VOB addresses", page 11, 

"program chain information ... one or more AOB s" , etc , 
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met by the VOB and AOB, the management information for 
individual songs or video the management information 
includes data or position information to locate and 
reproduce the audio and video objects, Fig. 15, movie 
objects, Fig. 16 A & B) ; 

• at least one disc management information storage area 
which contains disc management information for managing 
the whole disc, including title set position information 
indicating a position of the title set on the optical 
disc (Fig. 27 and/or 18, " AGM and/or VGM" , also page 7, 
"0042" and Fig. 7) , 

wherein the apparatus comprises: 

reading means (Fig. 10, reading head for disc of player 1) 
for reading with respect to the sequence , object position, 
and title set position information and management information 
from the optical disc (data and information as recited above 
on the disc recorded to media) ; 

• control means (Fig. 12, CPU etc ); 

• storage means for storing disc management information 
from the disc (buffer 93 A of system control section 93) ; 

• user input means for selecting information (Figs. 10 and 
11, "91" , Figs. 15 and 5) ; 

wherein the control means controls the reading means based on 
various management, sequence, chain PGC, title set 
information, based on the disc and player, to successively 
playback audio or video with respect to audio, audio with 
respect to video (Figs. 26, 27, 13 A, 13 B, 14 A, 14 B etc...,), 
and wherein selecting one of the plural kinds of management 
information is given, to perform playback of audio or video or 
audio and video, based on title set position information, disc 
management information and object position information, based 
on the reproduction mode (Figs. 13-14) .
